~ TVSUle' pajcels of food and clothing, as wall as incidental comforts, are 
salt from the American Hed Cross warehouse in Switzerfcmd to all American 
prisoners whenever tnowu, individual parcels may be sent as per the follow- 
ing instructions: 


Paresis may be sent from America to AMERICAN PRISONERS ONLY. 


(Persoad desiring to send parcels to Allied prisoners of war should send 
money for same to the Bureau of Prisoners' Belief, American Bed Cross, | 
K-itich will endeavor to have bought In Europe and forwarded to the prisoner 
the supplies specified). Only the following articles may bo included in pack- 
ages sent to American Prisoners of War: 


Befts (not made of leather), brushes (hair, band, tooth, shaving and s&oe), 


buttons, canfly (hard), cigars, cigarettes, conib, crackers, or biscuits, gloves 
(cot r_^ade of leather), iandkerchiofs, knives (pocket), needles and thread, 
penejl-", pens, peuiiold^rs, pins, ptpc-s, safety razors and blades, shaving soap, 
powder or cream, scarfs, shirts, shoe laces (not made of leather) smoking or 
chewing tobacco, soap (toilet), bocks, underwear, sweaters, tooth 
powder 


(paste or liquid mouth wash), towels, personal phctograp'tu*, periodicals pub- 
lished prior to bcgyming of the war. Under no conditions must the package, 
including the wrapper, weigh more tnan 11 pounds. 


Only one package per month may be sent to any one prisoner. 
Parcels also do nut require postage and the same form of address as in 


tho case of letters sbould be used but in addition to the name and address of 
the sender, should be written the relationship of sender to prisoner, as 
"Mother," "Sister," etc. 


Parcels should not be sent through the Hed Cros,, but correctly ad- 


dressed, in accordance with the above, should >be sent directly to the prisoners.

"Despite the many general cant-j 


pnljiis o£ education of automobile 
o-wniTS and chauffeurs In precautions 
against fire, enough cases continue to 
occur to warrant a word oJ: caution 
and an additional word of prevention." 
says Professor Pratt. 


""While automobile fires do not el- 


"wav.i originate from causes considered 
to bz within the control of the driver, 
the creat majority are entirely nnnecr 
essary. ,a9 well as preventable. The 
principal cause, of course, and the one 
whioh occurs most frequently, Is back- 
flrir.g. Although It Is unnecessary to 
enumerate all the causes that lead up j 
to backfiring, it la well to point oat 
that the chief one is a mixture that Is 
too lean when ted to the cylinders. 
Backfiring will almost Invariably fol- 
low when this condition is present 


"When there Is a back fire a sheet 


of flame bursts from the air Intake 
of the carburetor, ao;l If there Is any- 
thing Inflammable In that vicinity it 
Is very apt to catch fire. 


Sure to Hake Trouble. 


''Bearing ahvays In mind that gaso-J 


lln.s vaporizes very quickly. It is easy; 
to understand that If there Is gasoline i 
In the drip pan there is almost surej 
to be a sufficient mixture about thej 
carburetor to make trouble for thej 
driver. The drip pan under the <-ar- i 
burutor should be so arranged that the j 
jpsoline 1.5 drained oft before it has' 
tine to vaporize.

Still Unlesa Necessary—Make 


Use of Lean Mixture. , 


There are many ways to avoid gaso- 


line waste. One Is not to allow the 
engine to run Idle, except when abso- 
lutely necessary- 
Another Is to run 


your car on as lean a mliture as pos- 
sible. The car raay not accelerate as 
rapidly, and may cough a Little when 
it Is cold; but it you will he patient 
with It you will get much higher mile- 
age. 
Every car has un economical 


speed, usually between 12 and 18 miles 
per hour. Try to drive at those speeds. 
Accelerate gradually, as this requires 
less gasoline than trying to reach top 
srpeed quickly. Anticipate your stopa, 
closo the throttle before you reach tho 
stopping place, and coast to a stand- 
still. 


Keep yonr car running at top effl- 


(Tlency. This means keeping the motor 
free from carbon, as u carbonized mo- 
tor consumes an excessive amount of 
fuel. Use a good grade of oil In the 
motor, mad keep all moving parts wcl! 
lubricated to reduce friction losses. 
Run the car on high as much ns pos- 
sible, as this Is the economical speed. 
Keep the ttres well Inflated, as soft 
tires waste power. 
See that the 


brakes do not bind and cause friction 
when the car la running. Finally, use 
kerosene Instead of gasoline for clean- 
Ing.—MI 1 estones.

The public should understand that the profits of 


the packers have been limited by the Food Adminis- 
tration since November 1, 1917. For this purpose, 
the business of Swift & Company is now divided into 
three classes: 


Class 1 includes such products as beef, 
pork, mutton, oleomargarine and others 
that are essentially animal products. 
Profits are limited to 9 per cent of the 
capital employed in these depart- 
ments, (including surplus and borrowed 
money), or not to exceed two and a half 
cents on each dollar of sales. 
Class 2 includes the soap, glue, fertil- 
izer, and other departments more or 
less associated with the meat business. • 
Many of these departments are in 
competition with outside businesses 
whose profits are not limited. Profits 
in this class are restricted to 15 per 
cent of the capital employed. 
Class 3 includes outside investments, 
such as those in stock yards, and the 
operation of packing plants in foreign 
countries. Profits in this class are 
not limited. 


Total profits for all departments together in 1918 


will probably be between three and four per cent on 
an increased volume of sales. 


The restrictions absolutely guarantee a reason- 


able relation between live stock prices and wholesale 
meat prices, because the packer's profit can not 
possibly average more than a fraction of a cent per 
pound of product 


Since the profits on meat (Class 1) are running , 


only about 2 cents on each dollar of sales, we have to 
depend on the profits from soap, glue, fertilizer (Class 
2, also limited) and other departments, (Class0 3) to 
obtain reasonable earnings on capital
